ority of one who know» her subject, 
not with the knowledge gained from 
book reading, which all may 
acquire, 
but with th a t insight and fund of anec­ 
dote resulting from travel, observation 
and study. 
She is a very rapid speak 
er, yet her thought» are clearly ex ­ 
pressed and her enunciat'on good, to 
th a t her bearer» can easily follow her. 
Her subject yesterday afternoon wa» 
“ Mural Decorations” and in im ag ina­ 
tion she took the club members on a 
pilgrimage such as 
she had taken, 
studying first, the earlier forms of mu­ 
ral decorative art found in Greece, 
then the more perfect 
development 
of 
the 
Italians 
and 
the 
later 
work of the Germans anil brooch. 
Most of her attention was given to the 
Roman artists work for they brought 
frescoing to its highest development. 
T h e w oik w a s mainly of a religious 
character and being done to the glory 
of God the result was the best and 
most durable possible. 
1 he uifteter 
was of a 
very superior quality am! 
often mix ed with marble duet to make 
it harder; then the colors were put on 
while the plaster was still wet and any 
surface not covered in the day 
carefully removed and replaced when 
the artist was ready to continue his 
work. 
T he care and patience ex er­ 
cised can be imagined when we remem ­ 
ber that Michael Angelo labored four 
years on a single dome. 
The simplicity of some the earlier 
work was on account of the lack of 
knowledge and development of the art. 
Leonardo, the Florentine painter, 
at­ 
tempted to put his colors ou dry 
plas­ 
ter, but his work lacked permanency 
and had to be restored many times. 
The higher development of the art is 
found in Michael Angelo’s work in the 
Sistinc Chapel which has become the 
school of m ural decorators. 
T he G e r ­ 
man artists tried to devise a less lab or­ 
ious method than th at pursued by the 
true frescoor* and met with patt.ai 
success. 
They sprayed the p aster and 
then laid on their paints while it was 
damp, afterwards covering their work 
with a preparation 
called 
“ water- 
glass.” T he mural decorations of Ven­ 
ice are done upon canvas while in 
Koine the true frescoing on plaster is 
found. 
France has continued the truest de­ 
velopment of the art of painting and 
America is following a close second. 
ArtlBts have given up the former pro­ 
cess of painting on plaster and modern 
frescoers paint upon canvas which is 
made to adhere closely to the piaster. 
In speaking of the artists of France, 
Mrs. Atkins said it is Interesting to 
know th a t so manv of the French a r ­ 
tists have grown up from 
poor fam ­ 
ilies. 
When a child shows an artistic 
tem peram ent the people of the village 
raise money to send *him to I'aris for 
study and as ability is shown his al­ 
lowance is increased. 
The points of the lecture were made 
still more impressive and helpful by 
th e display of many photographic re ­ 
productions of the works of a rt de­ 
scribed. 
U this country the best ex ­ 
amples of mural decoration was found 
in the Boston public library and the 
Congressional library at Washington, 
in France the Pantheon shows some 
ex ceptional wotk in 
the 
historica 
studies of .loan of Arc. 
Boutet de 
Mouncl, altho winning fame as a book 
illustrator and child portrait pointer, 
has struck a new note in the decora­ 
tion of public buildings with historical 
paintings. Public buildings are for the 
people, therefore great historical works 
arc appropriate for their walls. 
At 
the close of her lecture Mrs. Atkins 
talked with the ladies further concern* 
ing the studies upon the walls of the 
lecture room.
